andthe very being of Parliaments manifeſted by pre- 
ferring that Petition and Proteſtation - and to deſire 
the Lords thatthey may bee forthwith ſequeſtred 


from Parliament, and put into ſafe cuſtody, and thar 


their Lordihips would appoint a ſpeedy .day for the 
Commons to charge them, and they to anſwer for 


that, the Commons were ready to make good their 
charge.
